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PERSONAL TREATMENT. 


First in importance of the departments of the Weltmer Institute is 
that of Personal Treatment. Upon the success of this department 
rests the undisputed right of the Weltmer Institute to the title of the 
Greatest School of Drugless Healing in existence. Its record of 
100,000 healed patients is almost double that of any other one school. 
This wonderful success is due entirely to the natural simplicity, and 
absolute certainty with which the fundamental laws underlying Mr. 
Weltmer’s science, operates. 

The patient is not confused by being told that his malady is unlike 
any other case known. He is told plainly what co-operation will be 
demanded on his part. He is not required to take a long, tedious course 
of exercise, diet or baths, but in passing we will say that the Institute 
recognizes the benefits to be derived in particular cases from consistent 
exercise and regular baths accompanied by physical manipulation and 
massage and when necessary these things are prescribed.

COURSE OF STUDY. 


In outlining the Course of Study in Drugless Healing, taught and 
practiced in the Weltmer Institute, it is necessary to divide the descrip- 
tion in five parts; 


(I) PROF. WELTMER’S SCIENCE OF DRUGLESS HEALING. 


This branch of study is the center around which all the other 
branches cluster. Anatomy, physiology and pathology are taught as 
they assist the application of this fundamental subject. 

As a teacher Prof. Weltmer stands among the first, and presents 
his philosophy in a manner so clear and distinct that his meaning cannot 
be lost. He knows better than any other how to teach the principles of 
the science he has founded, and each member of his faculty is not only 
under his personal training, but is chosen for his perfect understanding 
and ability to teach this science. The student is brought face to face 
with disease and instructed as to its overcoming. 


(a) Practical Suggestion. 


He is taught how to awaken those forces in his patient that must 
act in bringing about a condition of health. He is taught the value of 
suggestion when and how to use it and why it is a potent agency in 
treating disease. Suggestion as it is applied and taught in the Weltmer 
Institute is unsurpassed by any course ever offered in this subject. A 
verification of value of suggestion and the many ways in which it is 
applied, with highly beneficial results, may be had in the observation of 
cases under treatment here every day. 

Prof. Weltmer’s method of applying suggestion is explained by him 
in his lectures and in the classes so clearly that the student will see, at a 
glance, the superior methods of Applied Suggestion.

(2) ANATOMY. 


The necessity of a thorough practical knowledge of anatomy is 
apparent when the physical structure is to be considered. Minute 
knowledge of the location, functions and relations of the vital organs 
must be had before an intelligent attempt can be made to make physical 
changes in them. 

A Jecture on anatomy is given each day dealing with the structural 
life of the body. 

Dr. Potter’s anatomy is the text used in this course. Beside the 
regular text, the human skeleton, colored charts, anatomical aids and 
black board illustrations are used to make clear every detail of the 
lesson. 


(a) Applied Anatomy. 


Is treated in lectures at regular periods in the course. The cause 
and symptoms of disease are considered from the anatomical view 
point and careful observation of the result of misplaced organs and 
structures, is made; their functions and relation are also studied in 
connection. 

The purpose of the Applied Anatomy Course is to explain the pro- 
per means of re-adjusting deranged structures and restoring to them 
their proper function and relation. The student is impressed with the 
fact that the body is normal only when all its structures are perfect in 
their relation and the functions of each are harmonious. 

This branch of anatomy is studied more through the experience 
of the student and teacher than from a text, the clinics furnishing the 
widest field for investigation. Careful notebook work proves a valuable 
aid to the student in this branch. 


(b) Descriptive Anatomy. 


A general knowledge of anatomy is so necessary that it forms one 
of the chief branches in the curriculum of study. A skeleton is provided 
for the benefit of students and osteology is discussed in all its different 
phases. The frame work of our bodies being well understood, the loca- 
tion of the noble organs of the body are so fully and accurately described 
by taking up one-after another, that the student very soon has a - 
hensive @powledge of the normal gpositjon awd the physiologma 
of all pf them. 
The clinical instruction, of the treatment of the different organs of 
the body, is fully explained by treating living subjects before the class and 
impresses the work so firmly on the mind of the student that he is fully 
able, when the course is finished, to treat all kinds of disease in a scien- 
tific manner, 


(3) PHYSIOLOGY. 


This science follows very closely that of anatomy; in fact, it is 
difficult to separate them, the lectures on physiology dealing with the 
functions of the body and going deeply into pathology with all the 
varying conditions. 

A series of special lectures included in physiology embraces the 
instructions regarding hygiene and diet, also the importance of con- 
sistent exercise, deep breathing, right thinking, ete. 

In this course Dr. Brubaker’s physiology is the adopted text which 
is clearly demonstrated by the use of models, experiments, lectures, 
clinics, quizzes, etc. etc. 


(a) Physiology Of The Nervous System. 


The physiology of the nervous system as taught in the Institute has 
been the means of advancing the student further in treating disease 
without the aid of drugs than any of the recent branches Prof. Weltmer 
has added to his course. 

The position is taken that through the laws of vibration diseased 
conditions can be reached understandingly, if one understands the 
physiological action of thè cell vibration. 

The great cerebro spinal nervous system consists of the brain, the 

spinal cord and the many nerves that branch therefrom. These nerves 
convey to and from the brain, impressions that are curative in their 
actions, and so explained by the professor in charge that even a child can 
understand why the Drugless Healer places his hand on the human body 
to bring about good results in disease. 
The great sympathetic chain that binds all these different nerves 
together is also explained, together with the different plexuses of the 
nerves throughout the body. It is clearly shown that diseased condi- 
tions arise from an irregular vibration of the nerve cells to the parts 
supplied, and how a single treatment often arouses these dormant cells 
to renewed action and the patient’s strength and health is built up in a 
short space of time. 

The size and shape of thése cells are thoroughly discussed and their 
action fully explained in passing from the nerve extremity to the brain 
and the communication sent out from the brain to the different parts of 
the body. 
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The difference between electric and galvanic currents as compared 
with the vibrations of the trained operator are also fully explained in 
such a manner that the subject is fully comprehended in all its details 
by each and every student. 


(b) Physiology Of The Circulation. 


The lectures fully set forth the value of the circulating medium in 
eradicating and curing many diseased conditions that have been sup- 
posed to be incurable for a long period of time, and it is fully explained 
and demonstrated to the students of this philosophy that with the pro-

(4) PATHOLOGY. 


This particular phase of the science is especially valuable to the 
healer when the patient commences to show symptoms of recovery, as 
his condition may be understood and treated in a way which would be 
impossible under a system which required less skill. 

He is taught the pathological changes occuring in the body during 
every stage in the progress of the most diverse diseases. Recitations 
and lectures occur throughout the entire course and cover the ground 
of special pathology. 

The subject is not handled according to the regular texts which 
record the changes under medical treatment, but it is studied through a 
special text used exclusively by the Weltmer Institute. 
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(a) Symptoms. 


In connection with pathology is given a course in symptomatology. 
In the treatment given by the Weltmer Institute symptoms are of 
secondary importance, being only the evidence of delayed or premature 
functions, their only importance being to assist in diagnosis as they 
indifate the ngfure and location of the deranged structure. 


(b) Physical Diagnosis, 


The chair of physical diagnosis in the Weltmer Institute is attract- 
ing more attention than probably any other one of the auxiliary courses. 
Nothing really new is presented outside the ordinary description of 
diseased conditions with their cause and treatment, but the manner in 
which it is presented is what makes this part of the work attractive. 

The fine details of diseased conditions are not dwelt upon to tire 
the student but the more important symptoms are fully impressed upon 
the mind in such a manner that the student is enabled to get quite a 
thorough knowledge of pathology, in the limited time that he remains 
in the Institute. 

As in pathology, no particular text has been adopted, but several 
may be recommended merely as references. 


(5) THEORY AND PRACTICE. 


The fifth, and perhaps the most important of the auxiliary branches 
is the Clinical course known under the head of Theory and Practice. 

The Clinics are held on Wednesday and Saturday morning of each 
week and are a thorough review of the ground covered in all the branches 
studied during the past three days. 

This field for experience is a very large one. Attending the Welt- 
mer Institute are always people suffering from nearly every form of 
disease in the various stages, giving the student an excellent field for 
observation. A room is set aside for the use of the students in which 
to hold clinics, and during the hour devoted to such practice, every 
student is required to make a careful report of the cases under observa- 
tion, noting the cause, location and progress of the disease. The 
mental state of the patient is also carefully studied. A full report of 
each case coming under the eyes of every student, is required by the 
member of the faculty who has this department in charge. 

The afternoons of Wednesday and Saturday of each week are given 
upto clinical lectures. At this hour a patient is brought before the 
class, the demonstrator gives a careful diagnosis, pointing out the 
seat of trouble and administers the treatment before the class. He 
holds himself ready to answer all questions on points not understood 
ny student. 

Very often a number of patients suffering from the same disease, 
but jn different stages, are brought before the class and the minutest 
detajls are noted and discussed. Sometimes these patients are turned 
over\to advanced students, the teacher taking the place of the student 
andiquizzing him on every point connected with the case in hand. 

t the Saturday clinic the reports of the preceding week are: dis- 
oussetl and instru s timeze who do not thoroughly 
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understand any features of the development of the cases obseryed. 
These case reports show a most satisfactory record of cures, among 
which are both chronic and acute diseases. 

The value of these bi-weekly examinations is apparent to eyery 
one, as they give experience which would require perhaps years to 
acquire in any other way. They establish confidence in the student 
and place him on the sure ground that is so necessary in handling so 
many of the cases he will encounter in his future practice. 

The thoroughness of this branch alone is responsible for its being 
possible to complete the study in three months. Each clinic 
is the thorough treatment of the diseases, in their various forms, 
in organs, nerves or tissues, in which these diseases most often appear, 
thus making a clinic a complete lesson and enabling the student 
to enter the course at any time at no disadvantage. 

The four auxiliary branches are handled in the same manner as in 
medical colleges, yet their application in the healing of disease, without 
drugs is dwelt on with particular force. 

In the complete course there are more than three hundred lectures 
besides the clinics, class meetings and social gatherings. All the above 
mentioned branches, together with the Weltmer philosophy, make the 
most complete course ever offered by any school for the price and time 
consumed in study.

When Harvey discovered the 
circulation of the blood, both in- 
terest and consternation resulted 
in the ranks of the medical pro- 
fession. Interest on the part of 
those who desired to learn more of 
the means of alleviating humanity 
and consternation on the part of 
the conservative element who wish- 
ed to maintain their prestige and 
who so bitterly opposed any 
innovation upon the established 
thought and practice. The dis- 
covery of vaccination, by Jenner, 
had a like effect, but later the most 
important, in fact the all import- 
ant to material sciences, was the 
discovery of the cellular construc- 
tion of all animate bodies and 
especially the cellular construction 
of the human body.

The most important discovery, 
with regard to the nature of these 
cells, was their movement.

— “Mediciņe is not being prescribed to anything like the extent itwas even a 
few years back,” declared Dr. J. Stenson Hooker yesterday, ‘Further, 
when it is prescribed, it is now given in a more convenient and palatable 
form. Our manufacturing chemists kave of late produced all kinds of 
medicines in the shape of tabloids, capsules, synthetic remedies, and so on. 

“I believe that before homeopathy came into existence the questions of diet, 
hygiene, and the general management of the sick were flagrantly over- 
looked. I will not discuss the efficacy of homeopathic principles, but will 
merely maintain that the system tended to make us employ more re- 
fined and attenuated medicines. 

“The potency of human magnetism will have to be acknowledged by physi- 
cians sooner or later, The cures wrought by the saints and others of the 
laying on of hands' are well authenticated, and the day is not far distant 
when it will be generally admitted that in proportion as man becomes more 
spiritualized, so will he become possessed, of an increasing power to heal. 

“Then we haye the various nature cures physical exercises, hygiene general- 
ly and electricity. All these are widely advocated and employed at the 
present day, and no doubt rightly so. 

“Bul the point to be arrived at if possibleis, shall we depend upon these 
various agents entirely in the future? Or will it ever be acknowledged 
that there are still other forces which we have as yet barely tapped, but 
which will prove still more powerful than the purely physical ones I have 
named?” .
